Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case, the 
methods of treating versus the method of screening w hich differ with respect to process steps and 
end points. Therefore, they are patentably distinct.
